HP'S TRIBUTE 
TO IRON LADY

I WAS very privileged to have 
had the opportunity of work¬ 
ing personally for Margaret 
Thatcher as her personal 
aide in the October 1974 
General Election and then 
subsequently as a member of 
her private office for a while 
and in due course as a junior 
minister in her Government. 

Although Margaret will 
always be known as the Iron 
Lady', in private she was 
incredibly kind and invari¬ 
ably took time out to write 
personal letters and notes of 
encouragement and condo¬ 
lence to colleagues. 

Margaret Thatcher will 
stand out as one of the great 
post-war Prime Ministers and 
someone who always sought 
to put Britain's interests first 
and who sought to ensure 


that the Government stood 
up for those who worked 
hard and wanted to get on. 

She never forgot that she 
was a shopkeeper's daughter 
from Grantham and she 
never forgot her parents' val¬ 
ues of hard work, making the 
household budget balance 
and a strong Christian com¬ 
mitment. 

Margaret Thatcher had an 
outstanding intellect. 

She was both a successful 
chemistry graduate from 
Oxford and an extremely 
competent barrister at the tax 
Bar. These disciplines 
ensured that she had both an 
extremely good analytical 
mind and a fine eye for detail 
which meant that she always 
succeeded in speedily mas¬ 
tering complex briefing. 


I think it was a privilege for 
everyone who worked with 
her to be able to experience 
that indefatigable energy and 
outstanding intellect. 

Margaret Thatcher was 
probably at her best when 
taking on great causes, 
whether sorting out Britain in 
the aftermath of the Winter of 
Discontent or negotiating for 
Britain's rebate with the 
European Union or winning 
back the Falkland Islands. 

It was very sad that 
Baroness Thatcher had been 
so poorly for such a long 
time. 

It was a very cruel way in 
which to have to live her last 
years and I think many of us 
now will quietly remember 
her, her children and her 
grandchildren in our prayers. 


Banbury MP Sir Tony 
Baldry was Lady Thatcher's 
personal aide during the 
October 1974 General 
Election campaign. He then 
worked with Abingdon MP 
and shadow Northern 
Ireland secretary Airey 
Neave on Mrs Thatcher's 
campaign to become leader 
of the Conservative Party in 
the spring of 1975. When 
Mrs Thatcher became 
leader in 1975 he joined her 
private office as the link 
between her and the 
'Britain and Europe' 
campaign where he was 
given the sobriquet 'Keeper 
of the Hairspray'. Sir Tony 
then became a minister in 
her Government at the 
Department of Energy in 
January 1990 and is one of 
the last few MPs who was 
appointed a minister by 
Baroness Thatcher. Here he 
pays tribute to his former 
boss, who died on Monday

Zeb admitted nine offences, 
including abducting a child, 
meeting a female aged under 16 
after sexual grooming and five 
child sex offences. 

One count referred to sexual 


activity with a child under 13. 
Knight admitted eight offences 

- meeting a female child under 16 
following sexual grooming, taking 
a child without lawful authority, 
taking indecent photographs of a 
child, and five child sex offences 

- related to the 14-year-old girl. 
Judge Pringle ordered they sign 

the sex offenders' register and 
would be banned from contact 
with children. 

He also banned them from 
using the internet on a computer 
not fitted with police monitoring 
software.

Robber sentenced 
after ward escape 


A ROBBER went on the run 
after escaping from hospital 
in handcuffs. 

Martyn Brough, 26, ran 
from the Horton General 
Hospital, Banbury, after 
being taken there following 
a police chase. 

Brough, of Portway, 
Banbury, admitted carrying 
out a robbery in Moorfield 
Park at about 4.30pm on 
November 23. 

Accompanied by an 
Asian man who has not 
been caught, he punched 
Glen Briggs in the head and 
knocked him to the ground. 

His victim was kicked on 
the floor and had his wallet 
stolen, containing £20 and 
bank cards, and a £500 
Samsung mobile phone. 

Police recognised Brough 
from CCTV footage and 
tracked him to his home, 
where he escaped by 
climbing over his back 
garden fence. 

Officers caught him after 
a struggle in which the 
suspect suffered an injury 


to his eye socket. He was 
then taken to hospital. 

Rachel Drake, 
prosecuting, said police 
used a "considerable 
amount of resources" to 
recapture him after an 
hour. 

Judge Patrick Eccles said 
at Oxford Crown Court 
Brough committed a 
"serious robbery" and 
made things worse by 
trying to escape. 

He said: "During such 
hospital visits prisoners can 
become tempted to try ro 
escape. 

"You were not the first 
person who did it and you 
won't be the last, but in my 
view it has to be 
discouraged." 

He was sentenced on 
Friday to three years and 
four months in prison for 
the robbery and a further 
five months for the escape. 

He also pleaded guilty to 
possession of cannabis but 
received no separate 
penalty. 


HMV store is saved 


BANBURY'S HMV store has 
been saved from 
administration. 

Restructuring firm Hilco 
has bought 141 HMV 
stores, including the 
Banbury outlet, for a 
reported £50m from 
administrators Deloitte. 
Eight jobs have been saved 
at the Castle Street store. 

Weak consumer spending 
and intense competition 
from the internet and 
supermarkets forced HMV 
into administration in 
January. 


Hilco had already bought 
HMV's £176m of debt for a 
reported £40m. 

Bosses plan to replicate 
some of the success it has 
had with HMV in Canada, 
which it bought almost two 
years ago and is now 
"trading strongly". 

Hilco chief executive 
Paul McGowan said: "The 
structural differences in the 
markets and the higher 
level of competition in the 
UK will prove additional 
challenges for the UK 
business."

Cannabis 


grower is 


given jail 


sentence 



Leslie Ballard 


FORMER antiques dealer 
Leslie Ballard has been 
jailed for acting as the 
"warehouse man" in a 
cannabis growing opera¬ 
tion. 

The 59-year-old, of 
Broughton Road, Banbury, was 
found guilty after a trial in 
February this year of being 
involved in the production of 
the Class-B drug. 

He was described as a 
respected community figure 
who ran Pepper Alley Antiques, 
an antiques and second-hand 
furniture business in Pepper 
Alley, Banbury. 

The business had ceased to 
trade but during his trial Oxford 
Crown Court heard how Ballard 
continued to rent the building 
from property developer Peter 
Henry. 

His landlord became suspi¬ 
cious after Ballard installed a 
locked door preventing access 
to the first floor and started pay¬ 
ing his £700 rent in cash. 

Eventually Mr Henry and his 
father-in-law went to the prop¬ 
erty and gained access to the 
first floor with screwdrivers.

They discovered 87 mature 
cannabis plants on the first and 
second floors, along with fer¬ 
tiliser and hydroponic growing 
equipment. 

He said: "I wanted to get to 
the bottom of what was going 
on there. 

"When I opened the door I 
felt a lot of heat. The windows 
were boarded up, which they 
never were before, and there 
were a number of glowing 
tents." 

Ballard was sentenced along¬ 
side Christopher Downs, from 
Birmingham, but currently of no 
fixed address. 

Downs was described as hav¬ 
ing set up the cannabis factory, 
along with a third man, Chris 
Fletcher, who has not yet been 
caught. 

Samantha Forsyth, defending 
Ballard, said the growing opera¬ 
tion had only been up and run¬ 
ning for a matter of weeks when 
police found it. 

Describing her client she 
said: "He was clearly someone 


who had access to the premises 
and had day-to-day control. 

"But he had for many years 
been running a legitimate busi¬ 
ness there before, as opposed to 
someone who purposefully 
finds a premises for criminal 
purposes." 

She added that he had under¬ 
taken voluntary work in his 
community and that there was a 
"positive side" to his character. 

On Thursday, April 4, Judge 
Ian Pringle jailed Ballard for two 
years and three months. 

Downs was jailed for four 
years and five months. 

Judge Pringle said: "This was 
quite a sophisticated operation. 

"There was quite a lot of 
equipment involved in the 
growing of cannabis in this 
warehouse and you were both 
party to that." 

To Ballard specifically he 
added: "There should be no 
doubt at all that people who 
involve themselves in this sort of 
operation, even only as ware¬ 
house men, should expect to 
receive a sentence of imprison¬ 
ment."

ONE of Oxfordshire's 
largest sixth form colleges 
will cease to exist from 
September. 

Instead, the Banbury, Bicester 
and Oxford campuses of Oxford 
and Cherwell Valley College 
will become separate colleges - 
with new names and principals 
under a new overarching group. 

The group also includes 
Reading College, which was 
taken over by Oxford and 
Cherwell Valley 
College in 2010, 
and two planned 
University 
Technical 
Colleges for 14- 
to 19-year-olds 
due to open in 
Reading in 
September 2013 
and Didcot in 
September 2015.

group chief executive Sally 
Dicketts said the new structure 
had been under discussion 
since May. 

Ms Dicketts said: "When we 
took over responsibility for 
Reading College, it was a step

Timeline of their history 


OXFORD and Cherwell Valley College 
was formed in July, 2003, by the merger 
of Oxford College of Further Education, 
North Oxfordshire College in Banbury 
and Rycotewood College. 

At that time there were 17,000 pupils 
and 70 staff on three sites with a £30m 
budget. 

A new campus in Bicester opened in 
2005. 


North Oxfordshire College served 
Banbury and Bicester and in 2000 had 
1,115 full-time and 3,360 part-time 
pupils. 

It dates back to 1835, when it was 
Banbury Mechanics Institute. 

By 1940 it was known as Banbury 
Technical Institute and in 1953 it became 
known as North Oxfordshire Technical 
College and School of Art. 


responsibilities for Bicester and 
Banbury. 

The existing vice-principal 
posts will be made redundant 
and the individuals currently in 
place will be invited to apply 
for the new 
positions. 

Staff and pupils 
will apply to 
individual 
colleges, and will 
be based at a 
single college. 

Ms Dicketts said 
there were no 
direct funding or 
staffing 

implications to the 
new structure, 


although Government cuts 
would mean some 
"restructuring" would be 
necessary. 

Exact details of how that 
would happen would not be 
clear until pupil numbers in 
each subject at each college for 
September are finalised, she 
added. 

The group will determine the 
overall funding available, and 
allocate a budget to each 
college from the central funding 
pot.

Call for health services scrutiny 


CALLS have been made for 
organisations that scrutinise 
health and social care in 
Oxfordshire need to work 
together in the wake of the 
Mid-Staffordshire scandal. 

A discussion about the 
future of health scrutiny 
following the Francis report 
into fatal failings at the Mid- 
Staffordshire NHS Trust was 
held at a meeting of the 
Oxfordshire shadow health 
and wellbeing board. 

From this month, when the 
county's clinical 
commissioning group goes 
live, the board will be one of 
the bodies responsible for 


scrutinising the services 
provided by the companies 
commissioned to run health 
services. 

At an Oxfordshire County 
Council meeting, members 
agreed there needed to be 
joint working between 
scrutiny groups, along with 
clear, simple ways for patients 
and their relatives to give 
feedback. 

GP Dr Joe McManners said: 
"There are different groups 
and organisations monitoring 
and storing information, but 
they're not necessarily talking 
to each other. 

"One of the things we 


should be pushing is that all 
the different groups collecting 
information should be acting 
as if they're one." 

District councillor Mark 
Booty said: "We need patients 
to know where the red button 
is, where the alarm is, not ask 
them to file a report when 
they get home." 

Oxfordshire County 
Council chief executive 
Joanna Simons added: "Where 
does it say in big letters 'This 
is the person you need to talk 
to and this is the number you 
need to call'. 

"We have to keep it really 
basic." 


Fitness failure 
rate of officers 

MORE than 20 Thames Valley Police 
officers have failed fitness tests each 
year for the last two years. 

In 2011, of the 762 officers tested 
across Thames Valley, 21 failed and 
then in 2012, of the 945 officers 
tested, 24 failed. 

Officers, PCSOs and special 
constables have to pass a fitness test 
to join the force. 

Those in training are tested three 
times in their first two years and 
officers in specialist roles are tested 
annually. 

From October, all police officers 
will be required to pass an annual 
fitness test. 

If officers fail a fitness test they are 
subject to a re-testing procedure. 


Road toll figures lowest in Thames Valley

THE number of people killed or badly 
injured on Oxfordshire’s roads fell last 
year. 

Oxfordshire had 307 people killed 
or seriously injured on its roads in 
2012. That is 48 fewer than the 355 in 
2011. 

The 13.5 per cent reduction was the 
largest fall in the Thames Valley area. 

Overall the data showed a 6.5 per 
cent reduction across the region. 

Acting Superintendent Henry 
Parsons, head of roads policing, said: 
“It’s encouraging news that the 
number of those killed or seriously 
injured has fallen so dramatically. 

“However, we have still had over 
900 people in the Thames Valley who 


suffered injury or death on our roads 
last year. 

"It remains our goal to help drive 
this figure down even more; working 
with partners in road safety and 
delivering both education and 
enforcement." 

Twenty-eight people died in road 
traffic collisions in Oxfordshire in 
2012, an increase of two on 2011’s 
figure of 26. 

Oxfordshire County Council’s 
transport chief, Rodney Rose, said: 
“The decrease is great news. 

“We are always trying to force the 
trend down. We do this by trying to 
make improvements when we work 
on road, cycle and bus routes.”

New bid to beat the 
bed-blocking crisis 


HOSPITAL patients requiring further 
care could be sent home prior to their 
future needs being assessed - in a bid 
to beat a bed-blocking crisis. 

A new system called "discharge to assess" 
will be launched after it was revealed health 
bosses have missed ten of the past 11 
monthly bed-blocking targets. 

Bed blocking happens when elderly and 
disabled people are unable to leave hospital 
as they have increased levels of need or a 
lack of support at home. 

Oxfordshire County Council and 
healthcare providers say the new system will 
solve problems, but campaigners are 
unconvinced. 

Bed blocking is measured by a snapshot 
taken on one day a month. The target for the 
past five months has been 72 patients stuck 
in beds, but the figure was 108 in October, 
88 in November, 104 in December, 181 in 
January and 1 79 in February. 

"Discharge to assess" will be introduced 
this month and will involve people with care 
needs - who would normally take up beds in 
hospital - being discharged and having their 
needs assessed when they get home. 

Council leader Ian Hudspeth said: "The 
system aims to ensure that more people 
return home from hospital in a timely way 
and have their ongoing care needs assessed 
after they are discharged.

"We don't believe that hospital is the best 
place to make life-changing decisions. Too 
many people have been going straight from 
hospital to a permanent care home place." 

Patient Voice chairman Jacquie Pearce- 
Gervis said: "I'm worried about all this talk 
about sending people home. 

"If their plan is to send people home, and 
then have someone from the hospital visit 
them four times a day and assess them then, 
that would seem fair. 

"But they're not being clear at all. It just 
seems to be an awful lot of talk but none of 
the detail." 

Oxford University Hospitals Trust clinical 
director of emergency medicine Dr James 
Price said: "New initiatives are helping us to 
deliver excellent care closer to home, 
outside of our hospitals. 

"For example, health and social care 
services have worked together to redesign 
how patients are assessed, helping older or 
frail patients to leave hospital as soon as 
they are fit enough to do so, whilst ensuring 
that they have support and care at home."

Four years of tax rises 
announced by the new 
police commissioner 


THE council tax is set to rise 
over the next four years to help 
cover the cost of running 
Thames Valley Police force. 

Police and Crime 
Commissioner Anthony 
Stansfeld has already increased 
the police proportion of the tax 
by two per cent this year - to 
help ease budget cuts. 

But he has decided to 
continue to raise the household 
tax by 2.5 per cent for each of 
the following three years, as 
revealed in his recently 
published police and crime plan. 

The force needs to find 
savings of £40m over the next 
four years. 

The tax increases would mean 
police council tax for an average 
Band D home would go from 
£157.38 for 2013/14 to £169.47 
for 2016/17. 

The commissioner, who was 
elected in November, also 
outlined his crime-fighting 
priorities in his police policy 
blueprint. 

His goals include protecting 
vulnerable victims and cutting 
drink and drug crime. 

In the plan Mr Stansfeld said: 
“A significant amount of crime 
that directly affects the public is 
caused by the excessive 
consumption of alcohol and the 
need of drug addicts to fund

their addiction.” 

Other police aims include 
targeting domestic abuse, 
improving detection rates, and 
reducing rural crime and 
household burglaries. 

Mr Stansfeld also says he 
wants to rehabilitate persistent 
criminals and says electronic 
tagging could be a way of 
stopping those released from 
prison early returning to crime.

Survey tells 


of the stress 


of changes 


NURSES and hospital workers are 
getting more stressed as changes 
brought in following Government 
cuts begin to bite, it has been 
claimed. 

A survey of almost 4,000 hospitals staff 
in Oxfordshire found that the number of 
those feeling unwell due to work-related 
stress had increased from 31 per cent in 
2011 to 36 per cent last year. 

The Oxford University Hospitals Trust 
survey also found 28 per cent of those 
asked had seen an error, near miss or inci¬ 
dent that could have hurt patients. 

A nurse at an Oxford hospital said that 
stress and tiredness was increasing after 
changes in hours were brought in last 
August. 

The trust has to save £1 60m over the 
next four years and has cut £3.2m this 
financial year by changing nursing rotas 
and reducing the number of staff. But there 
have been no compulsory redundancies, a

trust spokesman said. 

Public-sector pay rises were capped at 
one per cent for a further year in the 
Budget last month, but two trust directors 
accepted a rise last year of up to £10,000. 

The nurse, who did not want to be iden¬ 
tified, said colleagues were leaving the 
trust after eight-hour shifts had been 
increased to 12 hours. 

She said: "They are saving money 
because on the previous rotas there was 
too much overlap between early staff and 
late staff. 

"It is a lot more stressful because there is 
not enough staff - people are not being 
replaced. Nurses are having to look after 
more patients. 

"This could possibly lead to more mis¬ 
takes. If people are tired and stressed, they 
do generally make mistakes."

would not recommend the trust as a place 
to work. The figure dropped from 1 7 per 
cent in 2011 to 15 per cent in 2012. 

The number who said there were not 
enough staff to do their job properly also 
fell, from 54 per cent in 2011 to 46 per cent 
last year. 

Oxfordshire Labour MP Andrew Smith 
said the results were on the whole positive 
and improving - but said that the stress and 
error statistics were "worrying". 

He said: "It is an overall picture of a trust 
doing a good job, but under considerable 


pressure because of the perpetual quest for 
efficiency savings." 

Patient Voice chairman Jacquie Pearce- 
Gervis said: "It is a worrying trend that 
stress is increasing. We hope the trust will 
address this. 

"If staff are overly stressed, they could 
make mistakes and it could reflect on the 
care of patients." 

The Oxford University Hospitals Trust 
runs the Horton General Hospital in 
Banbury, as well as the John Radcliffe, 
Churchill and Nuffield Orthopaedic Centre 


in Oxford. 

Professor Edward Baker, the trust's med¬ 
ical director, said: "These latest results indi¬ 
cate that we try hard to support our staff 
through understanding what is important to 
them. The highest accolade is that our staff 
feel confident to recommend us as an 
employer. 

"We are not complacent however, and 
will look closely at the detail of these results 
and identify where we need to improve fur¬ 
ther to improve the working lives of all of 
our staff." 


The year when it rained, it poured 


WEATHER experts are hoping 
there will be less rainfall this 
year - after Oxfordshire 
experienced its wettest nine 
months on record. 

The first three months of 
rainfall this year have all been 
above average but not as 
extreme as last year, according 
to Oxford's Radcliffe 
Meteorological Station. 

A total of 64mm fell in 
January or 11.3mm more than 
expected, 47.4mm fell in 
February, 6.2mm above 
average, and 77.4mm in March, 
a massive 33.3mm above 
average - making March in the 
top 20 wettest Marchs since 
1767, when records began. 

A total of 898.7mm of rain 


fell from April to December last 
year - the highest amount for 
nearly 250 years. 

The average rainfall expected 
for that period was 483.4mm. 

Phd student Ian Ashpole, 26, 
who takes the weather 
measurements, said: "January, 
February and March so far this 
year have been a little bit 
wetter than normal, but 
nowhere near as extreme as we 
have seen. 

"In terms of rainfall, it is 
hard to make any predictions 
but if April to December last 
year was the wet period, it 
remains to be seen what this 
April to December will be." 

He added: "April to 
December 2012 really was 


dramatically extreme. 

"Essentially, this was because 
when it rained, it poured. We 
didn't have that many extra 
days of rain than usual, but 
when it rained, we generally 
got a lot." 

Les Britten, who farms 
vegetables, said his crops were 
three weeks behind schedule 
because of the cold weather. 

The 32-year-old said: "All I 
can do is look at the week 
ahead and plan accordingly. 

"Summer 2010 was wet and 
warm, 2011 was cold and dry, 
2012 was cold and wet, this 
year we could have everything. 

"I expect it is going to be an 
average summer, but I am 
hoping for a hot, dry summer in 


the day and rain at night." 

Mr Ashpole said: 

"Correlation between March 
and June, July, August, 
temperatures from 1815 to the 
present day is very weak. 

"A cold March doesn't really 
imply a cold summer to come. 

"But, statistically speaking, it 
is probably slightly more likely 
that the summer will be colder 
than normally expected." 

In January, there were 13 
days in Oxfordshire when snow 
was on the ground, nine more 
days than the long-term average 
of four. 

There have been only five 
previous Januarys since 1767 
with more snow days, the last 
was in 1979.

L ondon blues-influenced band 
Nine Below Zero, fresh from 
another successful tour of 
Europe, play The Mill Arts Centre in 
Banbury next Saturday (April 20). 

Nine Below Zero built an almost 
obsessive following in the early 
1980 with their take on American 
blues, while maintaining the energy 
of punk in their live performances. 

It was captured in their first album, 
Live At The Marquee, which was re- 
released towards the end of 2012. 

Frontman and founding member 
Dennis Greaves said: "We decided 
to put it out again after Universal 
found some film from the night that 
we didn't know still existed. They 
also found the encores we did, 
which were not on the original 
album. In those days, you couldn't 
get much more than about 50 
minutes on a album. 

"So this will be of great interest 
to our fans." 

Nine Below's success continued 
to build during the 1980s. They 
performed their single 11+11 on the 
first episode of cult TV show The 
Young Ones, featured in a South 
Bank Show and supported both The 
Who and The Kinks. However, at 
this point the band split up and 
Dennis formed The Truth, who 
enjoyed two UK top 20 hits. But in 
1990, Nine Below re-formed for 
their 10th anniversary and sold out 
the Town and Country (now the 
Forum) in London. 

Dennis said:"lt was great to see 
the fans still had the appetite for 
what we were doing." 


The band's second and third 
albums, Don't Point Your Finger At

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Crime tale can't quite 
speed up into top gear 


THE PLACE BEYOND THE PINES 
(15, 141 minutes) Drama/

T HE sins of fathers are 

revisited upon the sons in 
Derek Cianfrance's doom¬ 
laden triptych, which reunites 
the award-winning writer- 
director with his Blue Valentine 
star Ryan Gosling. 

The Place Beyond The Pines is a 
slow-burning meditation on crime 
and punishment, which treats the 
morally flawed characters with 
sensitivity, never condemning them 
for their actions. 

Violence begets more violence, 
dishonesty sows the seeds of guilt 
and regret; no-one escapes the 
melee unscathed. 

Cianfrance's penchant for 
intimate, emotionally raw scenes 
serves him well here too and he 
elicits eye-catching performances, 
particularly from Gosling, which 
paper over the cracks in his 
haphazard plotting. 

The ambition and scope of this 
picture far exceeds Blue Valentine. 

However, for all of the sinewy 
plot threads and frenetic action 
sequences, including bank 
robberies and a high-speed 
motorcycle chase through a 


cemetery, The Place Beyond The 
Pines never quite revs at top speed. 

Fearless motorcyclist Luke 
Glanton (Gosling) is part of a stunt 
show in a travelling circus. 

He moves from town to town, 
and potentially from girl to girl, 
without ever laying down roots. 

By chance, Luke learns that he 
has fathered a son by one former 
conquest, Romina (Eva Mendes), 
who has found herself a boyfriend, 
Kofi (Mahershala Ali), to provide 
stability for the infant. 

Luke plots to supplant Kofi as the 
man of the house and joins forces 
with a mechanic called Robin (Ben 
Mendelsohn) to raise the necessary 
cash by robbing banks. 

Luke gets a taste for life on the 
wrong side of the law and Robin 
warns his partner-in-crime to slow 
down: "If you ride like lightning, 
you're going to crash like thunder." 

Enterprising cop Avery Cross 
(Bradley Cooper) is in the right 
place at the right time to apprehend 
Luke during a botched robbery, and 
15 years later, the men's wayward 
offspring, AJ (Emory Cohen) and 
Jason (Dane DeHaan), are flung 
together with violent consequences. 

The Place Beyond The Pines is 
impeccably crafted and Mike 
Patton's orchestrations beautifully 
underscore the inner turmoil. 

Gosling scorches every frame 
with his daredevil's simmering rage 
and he catalyses fiery screen 
chemistry with Mendelsohn.

A FEW eyebrows were raised when 
computer firm Apple launched the 
iPad Mini. 

The company's iPhone, and its 
large tablet computer the iPad, are 
both super-successful products, but 
was there a need to fill a gap in the 
middle that might not even exist? 

Apple thought so, and Skoda has 
clearly gone through a similar 
thought process. 

The Czech car maker's Fabia 
hatchback and the much larger 
Octavia have proved brilliantly 
successful, but Skoda has perceived 
a gap between them and filled it 
with the super-sensible Rapid, 
aiming the car especially at families 
looking for a roomy first car at an 
affordable price. 

With prices starting at about 
£13,000, there is plenty of choice 
on the engine front with five petrol 
and two diesel engines and three 
trim levels. 

The test model was powered by 
the pick of the engine range, the 1.2- 
litreTSI, which has a bit more punch 
than the entry-level three-cylinder 
75 horsepower 1.2 MPI and costs 
just £800 more. 

The petrol engine is also lighter 
than the diesel which delivers 
benefits in handling, not that 
handling will be at the top of any 
Rapid buyer's agenda. On the road it 


is not the quietest, most 
sophisticated car, but it delivers 
precisely what it promises and that's 
what Skoda buyers prize above 
everything else. 

Devoid of the loveable quirkiness 
that dusts some of Skoda's other 
models, like the Yeti and the Superb, 
the Rapid's external styling veers 
towards the dull. The interior too 
lacks bells and whistles and 
instrumentation is simplicity itself, 
but on a car like this, that is just 
what you need. 

It sits in the so-called A-segment, 
a part of the car market that 
accounts for more than a third of the 
world's car sales. The compact car 
combines solid saloon looks with 
hatchback versatility, thanks to a 
whopping tailgate that gives easy 
access to the low rear loadspace. 

Four large adults will fit into the 
Rapid comfortably and the 
loadspace gives plenty of room for

AUDI has revealed A1 and A3 models 
featuring the same cylinder deactivation 
systems as its high-performance S and 
RS models. 'Cylinder-on-Demand' 
(CoD) technology, which will also be 
employed in Volkswagen's Polo BlueGT, 
shuts down the fuel supply to half the 
engine's cylinders under light throttle 
inputs and noticeably increases fuel 
economy.

John Cooper's Mini flagship ups pace 


YOU would be hard pressed to find 
anyone who thinks that Mini 
doesn't know what it's doing 
when it comes to niche 
marketing. 

Its John Cooper Works sub-brand 
has been a sales blockbuster, so 
it's no surprise that a £29,535 
JCW flagship has followed so 
soon after the Paceman arrived. 

The Paceman doesn't, perhaps, 
occupy the most obvious niche 
Mini has yet entered, with a 
raised compact SUV-like 
driving position, a sloping, 
coupe-like roof line and three 
doors, so there are some who 
have already dismissed the 
JCW Paceman as a marketing 
exercise. 

But they're wrong. There's real 


talent under the Paceman's skin 
to match its beefy and 
aggressive looks; you just have 
to dig a little to find it. 

More of that after a closer look at 
the car's raw ingredients. 

Under the bonnet you'll find a 
215bhp turbocharged 1.6-litre 
petrol engine, much the same 
as in any other John Cooper 
Works model. 

But in the Paceman, which shares 
the five-door Countryman's 
chassis, it's linked to four- 
wheel-drive which gives its 
own advantages and 
drawbacks. 

Thanks to massive traction and 
advanced electronic back-up 
systems it's almost impossible 
to spin any of the wheels away 


from a standstill for more than 
an instant, even on snow. 

Of course the system does bring a 
weight penalty but it's worth 
the trade-off for the 
improvement in driveability. 

But of course the driving 

experience isn't the real reason 
people will buy this car. 

It's the other factors that the 

driving experience is balanced 
with, like the raised driving 
position — which, with the 
amount of headroom still on 
offer, reminds you how big the 
Paceman really is — and the 
dual-layer boot floor for extra 
practicality. 

It is certainly not a cheap choice, 
but it's unique, and like it or 
not it's a blast to drive.
